Chief Ju stice Carrington T. Marshall 
will swear in the hou se 
members, 
and Associate Ju stice Robert H. Day, 
o f the supreme co urt, will administer 
the oath to the senate members. After 
preliminary organization, the 
hou se 
expects to get down to the introdu c­ 
tion of hills. 
The u su al hopes for a short sess- 
sion have been held ou t by 
variou s 
members of the hou se and senate and 
Speak er Silver has indicated that he 
will speed things u p as mu ch as pos­ 
sible. 
He is responsible for the hou se 
order to proceed with bu siness on the 
first day of the session.

u ntil after inau gu ration 
day.

longevity of the session depends to a 
great extent u pon how’ well the legis­ 
lators and Governor Donahey get along 
with the variou s issu es that will hob 
HP from time to time.

and do mestic utensils which shed new 
light o n an early metro po lis o f Indian 
America. 
Perhaps the mo st beautiful piece in 
the co llectio n is a turquo ise necklace 
o f 2,500 pieces and fo ur pendants— 
Hie o nly co mplete specimen o f such 
n necklace kno wn. 
The metho d by 
which the Indians gruund do wn the 
liny pieces, and bo red them o ut to 
be strung o n sinews, has wo n the 
admiratio n o f mo dern jewelers who 
nave seen i t 
The fo ur pendants are 
rem arkable specimens o f turquo ise, 
deep blue, and with them, Mr. Judd 
o aid, he co uld have purchased every 
Indian ho rse in San Juan co unty. 
J ewels Mo unted With Pine Gum. 
Other unique o bjects d’urt are jet 
rings, perfectly ro unded,,‘bn which are 
mo unted tiny carved turquo ise birds. 
The mo unting was do ne with pine gum, 
the adhesive o f the American ancients, 
which lusted thro ugh 
the ages the 
rings lay buried in the pueblo ruins. 
To get these, and o ther'tiny pieces, 
the geo graphic explo rers have sifted 
to ns o f debris, after building a minia­ 
ture 
railro ad, 
and

die rubbish. 
Reco vered by this tedio us pro cess are 
so me o f the clo sest wo ven and finest 
specimens o f Indian basketry yet dis­ 
co vered.

Objects which 
shed light o n the 
eco no mic habits o f the Bo nitans are 
the fleshers, with jet and turquo ise 
nlays, used to remo ve flesh fro m the 
skins o f anim als; flint knives, which 
are chipped do wn with infinite skill 
and patience; and bo ne needles, used 
in sewing skins. 
The bro ad area o f co mmunicatio n o f 
these ancient peo ples is disclo sed by 
o bjects fo und in their “apartm ents” 
which were bro ught fro m po ints as dis­ 
tant as the Pacific co nst and the val­ 
ley o f Mexico .

Willie Sandlin’s citation, though mis­ 
placed b y a hoy who has no taste for 
“heroing,” is of record and, as Issued 
b y General Pershing, reads: 
"Sergt. Willie Sandlin (2,078,108), 
Company A, One Hundred and Thirty - 
second Infantry . For conspicuous gal­ 
lantry and intrepidity ab ove and b e­ 
y ond the call of duty in action with 
the enemy at Bois de Forges, France, 
Septemb er 20, 1918. 
"Sefgearil Sandlin showed conspicu­ 
ous gallantry in action at Bois de 
Forges, France, on Septemb er 26, b y 
advancing alone directly on a machine 
gun nest which was holding up the 
line with its fire. 
"He killed the crew with a grenade 
and enab led the line to advance. Later 
in the day Sergeant Sandlin attacked 
alone and put out of action two other 
machine gun nests, setting a splendid 
example of b ravery and coolness to his 
men.” 
The French citation from Marshal 
Foch, dated April 13, 1919, is the same 
In sub stance. 
Military citations are terse. 
The 
two short paragraphs gave a condensed 
recital of one of the most thrilling 
chapters 
in 
history —the 
enactment 
and re-enactment of a single-handed 
charge upon six deadly machine gun 
nests that prob ab ly has no parallel 
In the annuls of war. 
Sandlin Advances. 
Here is the story us it happened in 
one day : 
The general advance was on. 
Six 
divisions were participating. 
Sandlin 
was in command of a platoon. 
Ab out 7 o’clock In the morning the 
advance was checked b y a hot fire 
from a machine gun nest. 
An order 
to halt and lie down came along the 
line. 
Sandlin’s men 
heard 
it and 
ob ey ed. Sandlin did not. He advanced 
directly on the machine gun nest, and 
at thirty y ards threw a grenade. Three 
others followed and he then Jumped 
Into the pit. 
Three of the eight men 
were alive and gave b attle. 
Sandlin 
killed all of them with his b ay onet. 
The line came up and Sundlln re­ 
sumed command of his men. 
Half an 
hour later machine gun fire again 
caused the order to halt. 
Sandlin did 
not. 
He rushed this nest as he had 
the other, employ ing the same tactics. 
This time when his grenades were all 
spent there were f<<ur men still de­ 
fending 
the nest. 
Another 
single- 
handed 
b attle—and 
they 
were 
&U 
dead, except Sandlin, when the line 
came up. 
The third nest encountered was not 
reached until 2 o’clock. 
Just as b e­ 
fore, Sandlin advanced upon it. 
His 
grenades in this instance wounded 
every man in the pit, b ut he had to 
dispatch two who still gave fight, as 
well as the others whose wounds had 
nor proved immediately fatal. 
Later that day Sergeant 
Sandlin 
participated in taking the strong point, 
which was German b attalion headquar- 
i.ters. 
Many were In at this affair and 
it here was no individual credit given.

Ma rs Is Co o l Spo t, 
Scientists Declkre 


Camb ridge, 
Mass. — The 
average 
temperature on the surface 
o f Mars, 
except near the poles, is not unlike 
that of a b right, cooi day on the sur­ 
face of the earth, it was disclosed 
here at the annual meeting of the 
National Academy of Science« . 
In a paper read b efore the meeting, 
emb ody ing ob servations made at Flag­ 
staff, Ariz., last summer when Mars 
was nearest the earth. It was stated 
that the surface temperatures on Mars 
run from 5» to 15 -degree« centigrade, 
or b e tw e e n ^ and ”<10 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. 
Measurements, the results of which 
were presented, were 
made 
on 24 
nights b y 
W. 
W, 
Cob lenz of 
the 
b ureau 
of 
standards, 
Washington* 
and C. O. Lampland of the Lowell 
ob servatory at Flagstaff, working with, 
a new "thermo co uple radiometer,” an, 
instrument capab le’of delicate meas­ 
urements. 
The b righter portions of Mars are 
cooler than the dark regions, the ob ­ 
servations showed. 
Temperatures in 
tin.* polar regions fall as low as ap­ 
proximately minus 70 degrees, centi­ 
grade—ab out 94 degrees b elow zero, 
Fahrenheit. 
Temperatures of the dark phase of 
the sunrise side of the planet are 
also very low, prob ab ly reaching, it 
was said, ab out 
minus 60 
degrees 
centigrade. 


Parts of Petrified G iant, 
Picked Up in Misso uri 


Carthage, Mo.—Residents of Brands- 
ville are much interested in the recent 
discovery of what seems p) b e parts 
of a petrified giant, and what is b e­ 
lieved prob ab ly will give areheologists 
an interesting study of the prehistoric 
race which at one time inhab ited the 
Ozarks. Many traces of the prehistor­ 
ic race recently have b een found in 
other sections of the Ozarks, and it 
is b elieved the petrified b ody of the 
giant found at Brandfcville prob ab ly 
was thrown up b y volcanic eruption, 
which Severed the b ody into the pieces 
which are now b eing gathered together.
